TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CARDIFF  PORT 
SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1922.  No  event  of  great 
significance  in  relation  to  health  occurred  during  the  year,  but  some  anxiety  arose  in  October,  when 
sailors  from  a ship  arriving  at  Cardiff  (these  sailors  having  disembarked  before  the  vessel's  arrival 
here)  introduced  smallpox  at  Barry  ; the  alarm  being  increased  by  the  fact  that  smallpox  was 
showing  at  that  time  a tendency  to  take  epidemic  form  in  London  and  other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  preventive  organisation  at  the  Port  leaves  little  to  be  desired.  Since  the  reorganisa- 
tion carried  out  by  Dr.  Walford  following  upon  the  introduction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities 
(Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1920,  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange  for  medical  inspection  by 
Dr.  Sheasby,  or,  on  occasions,  by  myself,  on  every  ship  where  even  the  slightest  suspicion  of  infectious 
disease  has  arisen.  I have  satisfaction  in  recording  my  appreciation  of  the  energy  and  efficiency 
of  Chief  Inspector  Jenkins  and  his  Staff. 

I wish  also  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  very  valuable  observations  contained  in 
Dr.  Simpson’s  “ Report  on  Rats  and  their  Parasitic  Fleas  ” (page  24).  While  it  is  satisfactory  to  find 
that  none  of  the  205  rats  examined  by  Dr.  Parry  Morgan  showed  evidence  of  Plague  (page  23),  the 
occurrence  of  the  Rat  Flea  known  to  convey  plague,  Xenopsylla  Cheopis,  which  Dr.  Simpson  has 
found  on  rats  caught  both  on  vessels  and  on  shore,  shows  that  the  conditions  precedent  to  the 
transmission  of  plague  exist  in  the  Port  area. 

Observations  such  as  these  are  of  considerable  scientific  interest  as  well  as  practical  value, 
and  I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Simpson  for  doing  this  work  and  consenting  to  continue  it. 

The  valuable  assistance  which  continues  to  be  afforded  by  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs, 
the  Waterguard  Superintendent  and  his  Staff,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company 
(Docks)  Police  and  his  Staff,  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Officers  of  the  Department.

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Section  l. 

TRAFFIC  AT  THE  PORT. 

The  amount  of  shipping  dealt  with  at  the  Port  during  1922  shows  a considerable  increase 
both  in  number,  and  especially  in  tonnage,  over  the  previous  two  years,  the  foreign  tonnage  having 
been  exceeded  only  in  one  year  (1910)  since  1914.  The  problem  of  inspecting  vessels  coming  into 
five  docks  on  the  tide  in  large  numbers  and  rapidly  going  under  the  tips  with  a view  to  early 
departure,  is  probably  peculiar  to  the  South  Wales  ports.  The  methods  of  inspection  have  therefore 
to  be  accommodated  to  the  type  of  traffic.  Leisurely  methods  possible  in  many  other  ports,  where 
it  is  practicable  to  attain  thoroughness  with  a relatively  small  staff,  are  impossible  here. 

The  following  tables  give  particulars  of  vessels  and  tonnage,  foreign  and  coastwise,  entering 
the  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary  District,  compiled  partly  from  information  kindly  supplied  to  me  by 
H.M.  Collector  of  Customs.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— The  Tables  in  this  Section  show, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  sickness 
of  all  kinds  on  board  ships,  arriving  or  otherwise,  dealt  with  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff  as  well  as 
those  which  definitely  fall  into  the  category  of  infections.  Indeed,  seamen  suffering  from  diseases 
which  are  ultimately  found  to  be  non-infectious  frequently  require  very  close  observation  by  the 
Staff  because  of  the  possibility  of  their  illness  being  an  obscure  form  of  one  or  other  of  the  dangerous 
infectious  diseases. 

Further,  the  work  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s 
Hospital  is  recorded  here,  although  it  ranks  for  grant  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  and 
not  as  a part  of  Port  Sanitary  Administration.  The  Clinic  is  strictly  confined  to  bona  fide  seafaring 
men,  and  naturally  falls  within  the  province  of  port  administration.  I wish  to  emphasise  the 
importance  of  this  Clinic  which  does  a great  deal  of  very  valuable  work  among  a section  of  the 
population  among  whom  these  diseases  are  prevalent  and  who  might  otherwise  prove  a very  great 
menace  to  the  health  of  the  community. 

Cardiff  is  particularly  fortunate  in  having  attached  to  its  Port  Clinic  ten  beds  always  avail- 
able in  a modern  hospital,  bed  treatment  being  absolutely  essential  in  the  case  of  many  seamen. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  infectious  disease  remains  at  a fairly  steady  level.  The 
apparent  increase  since  1918,  shown  in  Table  VI.,  is  due  to  the  increased  number  of  diseases  brought 
under  the  purview  of  the  Department  by  the  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc.) 
Regulations,  1919.

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Precautions  against  Cholera,  Plague  and  Yellow  Fever. — Examination  for  cases 
of  cholera,  plague  and  yellow  fever,  and  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation  has  been  made  of  all  vessels 
on  arrival  at  H.M.  Customs  Boarding  Stations  during  the  day  and  night  tides,  whether  directly 
or  indirectly  from  infected  or  suspected  Ports.  No  vessel  required  to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  the  9th  September,  1907. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  Hospital  at  Flat  Holm  Island,  where  accommodation 
is  provided  for  sixteen  patients  suffering  from  cholera,  yellow  fever  or  plague,  and  for  staff, 
administration,  cremation,  etc.,  has  not  been  in  use  during  the  past  year.  It  has,  however,  been 
kept  in  good  order  and  readiness  for  use  in  any  emergency. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — Continuous  inspection  was  made  and  measures 
taken  on  and  around  the  docks,  premises,  lands,  etc.,  during  the  year  under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  as  the  result  of  baiting  with  poisons,  4,353  rats  and  mice  were  found 
dead. 


During  the  year  the  rat  catcher  was  engaged  on  board  109  vessels  and  on  48  occasions 
in  warehouses  on  the  docks,  and  the  total  number  of  rats  caught  and  subsequently  destroyed 
-amounted  to  2,649.  In  addition,  60  rats  were  found  dead  on  board  ships  after  fumigation. 

Six  notices  were  served  on  Masters  of  vessels  under  the  above  Act. 

The  Bacteriologist  (Dr.  Parry  Morgan)  examined  215  rats  caught  on  vessels  or  in  ware- 
houses for  evidence  of  Plague,  the  result  being  negative  in  each  case  ; while  170  rats  were  examined 
for  classification  and  identification  of  the  fleas  infesting  them  by  Dr.  Jas.  J.  Simpson,  Keeper  of 
Zoology,  Welsh  National  Museum,  whose  report  is  included  in  this  Section.

RAT.S. — The  black  rat,  so  called  ( Rattus  raltus)  is  divided  into  three  varieties  which  are 
perfectly  distinct  in  appearance  from  one  another.  These  are  Rattus  rattus  rattus,  Raltus  rattus 
alexandrinus,  and  Rattus  raltus  frugivorus.  One  of  these,  viz.  : Raltus  rattus  alexandrinus  is  so 
superficially  like  the  brown  rat  ( Rattus  norvegicus)  in  colour  that  mistakes  in  identification  are  often 
made  by  persons  not  familiar  with  the  specific  differences.  For  this  reason  one  often  hears  of  docks 
and  ships  being  infested  with  brown  rats. 

The  separation  of  the  two  species  is  really  a very  simple  matter.  Colour  does  not  enter 
into  the  question,  as  some  “brown  rats”  are  black,  and  most  ‘ black  rats”  arc  brown.  Apart 
from  differences  in  the  skull,  the  three  most  important  points  are  : — (1)  the  general  size  and 
build,  (2)  the  ears,  and  (3)  the  tail. 
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The  differences  may  be  summarised  thus  : — 


RATTUS  RATTUS  (Black  rat). 

(1)  Size,  smaller;  general  build  elegant  and 
slender;  muzzle  sharp;  weight  o f adult  rarely  more 
than  8 ozs.,  usually  less. 

(2)  Ears  large,  almost  naked  and  translucent,  reach- 
ing  or  covering  the  eves  when  pressed  forward. 

(3)  Tail  slender,  as  long  as,  and  often  considerably 
longer  then  the  combined  length  of  tho  head  and  body. 


RATTUS  NORVEGICUS  (Brown  rat). 

(1)  Size,  larger;  general  build  heavy  and  rather 
clumsy  ; muzzle  blunt ; weight  of  adult  normally 
from  14  to  17  ozs.,  frequently  much  more. 

(2)  Ears  small,  densely  clad  with  fine  hairs,  thick 
and  opaque,  scarcely  reaching  the  eyes  when  pressed 
forward. 

(3)  Tail  stout,  never  as  long  as  the  combined  length 
of  tho  hear!  and  body.

It  is  obvious  from  the  small  number  of  specimens  examined  that  no  reliable  conclusion 
can  be  arrived  at  as  to  the  proportion  in  numbers  of  the  different  varieties.  If,  however,  we  can 
assume  that  this  is  a fair  sample  of  the  rats  found  at  the  docks,  then  we  can  conclude  that  their 
order  of  frequency  .is  (1)  Rattus  rattus  frugivorus,  (2)  Rattus  rattus  rattus,  and  (3)  Rattus  raftus 
■alexandrinus.

The  actual  number  of  individual  fleas  is  unimportant,  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  rats 
examined  in  any  sample  is  no  criterion  of  the  number  actually  present  on  the  ships  or  in  the  ware- 
houses. 


Xenojysylla  clicopis  is  known  as  the  Plague  ilea,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  three 
samples  of  rats  from  warehouses  and  five  from  ships,  this  species  was  found,  including  some 
from  the  s.s.  “ Southgate  ” which  had  recently  had  Plague  on  board.  Details  of  the  circum-

Robert 
Lloyd,  fireman,  32,  attended  by  a doctor  at  Rangoon  9-5-22,  and  was  ordered  to  bed  with  inflammation 
of  the  glands  of  left  groin.  On  31-5-22  was  again  attended  by  a doctor  who  certified  Bubonic  Plague. 
He  was  put  ashore  to  hospital  on  Thursday  Island  on  this  day.  At  Sydney  all  his  elfects  were  landed 
and  ship  fumigated.  Fifty-seven  rats  were  found  ; some  were  Plague  infected.  At  Barcelona  the 
ship  was  again  fumigated.

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PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Regulations  relating  to  this  disease  were  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the- 
12th  July,  191G,  enabling  the  Local  Authority  to  make  arrangements  with  the  managers  of  hospitals- 
approved  by  the  Board  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease,  and  special  instructions  were  issued 
with  respect  to  the  treatment  of  sailors  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 

In  accordance  with  a scheme  submitted  to  the  Board  by  the  Local  Authority,  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  Managers  of  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital  for  the  out-patient 
and  in-patient  treatment  of  venereal  disease  amongst  sailors. 

During  the  year  negotiations  were  carried  on  with  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  as  the- 
result  of  which  new  terms  of  agreement  have  been  drafted,  to  come  into  force  on  1st  April,  1923.

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Section  4. 

INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING  FOR  DEFECTS  OF  SANITATION. 

During  the  year  6,664  vessels  were  inspected  on  arrival.  In  addition,  3,520  re-inspsctions 
were  made  of  ships  in  dock,  making  a total  of  10,184.  Forty-five  written  notices  were  served  and 
568  verbal  orders  given  to  masters  of  vessels  in  connection  with  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  on 

board  ships, 

Articles  of  clothing  belonging  to  seamen  to  the  number  of  1,021,  were  disinfected  by  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and  1,029  dirty  or  infected  beds  were  destroyed.  The  lighters  carrying 
grain,  patent  fuel,  etc.  in  the  docks  have  been  periodically  examined,  cleansed,  disinfected,  and 
repaired  during  the  year.  The  fishing  boats  and  fish  wharves  have  been  regularly  visited,  cleansed 
and  disinfected.

The  foregoing  tables  afford  evidence  of  useful  work  performed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority,  and  show  that  the  Inspection  of  Shipping  in  the  Port  has  resulted  in  a great 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  floating  population. 

The  chief  defects  found  on  board  ships  were  : — Defective  side  ports  and  prisms,  bulk- 
heads, floors,  hawse  pipes  and  cable  casings,  defective  stoves,  funnels  and  flanges,  ventilator  cowls 
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xi nd  ventilation,  lighting  and  drainage,  leaky  decks,  defective  or  unlined  iron  decks  over  bunks, 
causing  damp  beds,  etc.,  defective  lamps,  water  tanks  and  casks,  also  defective  water  closets. 

Very  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Inspectors. 

INSPECTION  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  144  samples  of  drinking  water  from  vessels  were  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  and  Analyst  (Mr.  Sugden),  the  results  of  the  examinations  of  which  are  summarised 
in  the  following  Table.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

I 

Inspection  of  food  is  becoming  a matter  of  increasing  importance  at  Cardiff  as  the  result 
of  the  efforts  to  increase  the  quantity  of  food  imported  at  the  docks.  The  power  to  deal  with 
unsound  food  is  derived  from  Regulations  issued  in  terms  of  the  Public  Health  (Regulations  as 
to  Food)  Act,  1907,  which  are  primarily  intended  to  prevent  the  passage  into  consumption  of  food 
likely  to  be  harmful  to  human  beings.  In  practice,  however,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  decide 
whether  articles  of  food  obviously  unsound  are  likely  to  be  detrimental  to  health  or  not.  The  policy 
adopted  by  the  Department  is  to  assume,  where  any  doubt  exists,  that  unsound  food  will  have  this^ 
effect,  while  observing  the  importance  of  preserving  from  destruction  any  food  which,  although 
abnormal,  is  not  likely  to  give  rise  to  any  ill  effects. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  food  with-held  from  human  con— 
sumption  during  the  year.

INSPECTIONS  UNDER  THE  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1894  to  1918. 

(«)  The  Canine  Animals  Order,  1909,  and  the  Importation  of  Dogs  Order,  1914 
and  1918. — During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1922,  741  dogs  were  imported  from  foreign 
countries,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  In  each  case  a copy  of  the  Order  was  supplied  to  the  Master 
or  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  vessel  on  arrival,  by  an  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  during  their  stay  in  port  to  see  that  the  requirements  of 
the  Order  were  carried  out. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  against  the  Master  of  a vessel  for  infringement  of 
the  Importation  of  Dogs  Order,  1914.  15/-  costs  was  imposed. 

(6)  Foreign  Animals  Order,  1910. — During  the  year,  thirty-eight  vessels  arrived  at  this 
Port  with  the  following  animals  on  board,  from  scheduled  countries,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
viz.  : — Cattle  3 ; Sheep,  44  ; Goats,  6 ; Swine,  33.  Total  8G. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  to  see  that  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  were  earned  out. 

When  any  of  the  ships  left  for  another  Port  in  Great  Britain,  the  Authorities  at  those  ports 
were  notified. 

Proceedings  against  Masters  for  infringements  of  this  Order  were  taken  in  13  instances, 
and  fines  amounting  to  £6  Gs.  Od.  were  imposed.
